Bombardier Says He Seldom 


Thinks About Hiroshima Raid 


TAMPA, Fia. (AP)—The U.S. 
bombardier who dropped the 
atomic bomb or Hiroshima, 14 
years says he seldom 
e mission. 

“When I got up this morn- 
ing, it was just any other 
day,” Lt. Col. Thomas W. Fere- 
bee said Thursday. 

Ferebee commands the 306th 
Armament and Electrical Squa- 
dron at MacDill Air Force base 
here. 

He was a 26-year-old major 
when he squinted through the 
bombsight of a B29 and press- 
ed the button which sent death 
and destruction to the Japanese 
city. 

Only three of the 11 crew 
members mak the historic 
flight have remained in the air 
force. 

One is Col. Paul W. Tibbets 
Jr. now commander of the 
6th Air Division with head- 
quarters at MacDill. 

The other besides Ferebee 
is a master sergeant named 
Dusgenberry, who Ferebee said 
is stationed at Barkesdale air 
force base, Louisiana. Dusen- 
berry was the flight engineer. 

The bombardier said the crew 
for the Hiroshima mission was 
made up entirely of volunteers. 

Ferebee said he “felt compas- 
sion for those at Hiroshima that 
day but I've never had a guilty 
complex because of it.” 

He said he believed dropping 
of atomic bombs on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki saved thousands 
of American lives by bringing 
an end to World War II. 

At Mocksville; N.C. the bom- 
bardier’s mother, Mrs. W. F. 
Ferebee, said her son “always 
said that if he hadn't gone over 
there and dropped it, they would 
have been over here dropping 
bombs en us pretty soon.”

carried the most comprehensive 
scientific, package ever sent 
aloft by the United States: This 
symbolizes the complex type of 
research planned for future 
space exploration with bigger 
vehicles. More powerful rockets 
now being developed. such as 
Thor-Delta, Atlas-Able, Vega, 
Centaur and Saturn will make 
this advance possible. 


The Paddiewheel experiments 
were grouped in six main cate 
gories: 

1. Three instruments to 
measure the extent and inten- 
sity of the Van Allen radiation 
belts that hover over the earth 
at altitudes between 1,300 and 
possibly up to 52,000 miles. 

Although the satellite's in- 
tended apogee is only 23,000 
miles, these instruments could 
record radiation millions of 
miles above the Van Allen band. 

2. The solar paddie system. 
During launching the four three- 
foot-long paddies were folded 
under the satellite like a bird's 
wings. They were to spring out 
and lock in place just before 
third-stage ignition and after a 
plastic jacket covering the pay- 
load was jettisoned. 

The arms were placed to re- 
ceive maximum sunlight with 
none in the shadow of the 
others. Each paddle surface 
measures 20 by 20 inches. The 
solar cell system was built to 
recharge the batteries during 
the satellite’s lifetime, expected 
to be about a year.

Farmer Plans Big Rice Crop 


CHIBA (Kyodo)—An_ enter- 
prising farmer i Chiba Prefec- 
ture expects to harvest at least 
2.5 times as much rice as nor- 
‘mal by adopting Communist 
Chinese rice cultivation techni- 
que. 


The farmer, Shoichi Isobe 
49, of Togane, yesterday show- 
ed the results of his experiment 
to members of the Japan Michu- 
rin Society from which he ob- 
tained information on the Com- 
munist Chinese rice growing 
method. 


The society is a private Japa- 
nese farming orgenization form- 
ed several years ago to intro 
duce various agricultural tech- 
niques of the Soviet bloc, chief- 
ly the _ revolutionary Soviet 
technology develo by the 
Russian agricul t Ivan Mi- 
churin. 

The expected crop of 18 bales 
per 4 hectares (1,196 square 
yards), if really obtained. would 
be an all-time record for rice 
yields in Japan, although Isobe’s 
paddy is still a small, experi- 
mental one. 

Isobe applied to his test paddy 
a modified version of the new 
Communist Chinese close-plant- 
ing method, claimed to yield 
60 tons of rice per 4 hectares. 

According to Isobe, his test 
paddy, still only 1.5 acres in

Meanwhile, Justice Minister 
Hiroya Ino told yesterday's 
Cabinet meeting that the Com- 
munists took the lead In the pre- 
liminary conference, which start- 
ed Aug. 1. He thought the So- 
cialists and labor unions were 
“pushed around by the Com- 
munists.” | 

He reported that the campaign 
against the Japan-U.S. Security 


Treaty, which was on the agen 


of the meeting, was not 
in the resolution. The reason 
for this was because the anti- 
pact groups hoped to extend 
their drive over a wider section 
of the Japanese people,

Putt for a Spot 


It's difficult to keep the line 
you want your putt to take 
in mind — especially on long 
ones — without some guess- 
work creeping in. Guesswork 
has no place in a good putter’s 
mind! One way to avoid it 
is to pick out a spot about 
three feet in front of your 
ball which is on the line, and 
aim for it instecd of — 
rather vague point 30 or 
feet away. 

If you can roll your ball 
over this closer spot, chances 
are you'll have a good line on 
the cup.

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Oil Refineries in Europe 
Going Up Near Factories 


BONN (Kyodo-Reuter) — Eu- 
rope’s petroleum companies are 
building large new refineries 
situa close to their main cus 
tomers, the large factories in 
the great industrial areas. 

This is a change from the old 
practice of having refineries 
fear to the coast. where the 
ol, arrives, and then transport- 
ing the finished product iniand 
by road, rail or barge. 


Now, the oil will be unload- 
ed from the tankers bringing it 
from the Middle East or from 
America direct into the pipe 
lines through which it will be 
pumped to clusters of refineries 
grouped near industrial centers, 
refined and then sent the short 
distance to the factories. 

In West Germany, these re- 
fineries are going up in two 
main centers: the Rhine-Ruhr 
industrial belt; and the area 
around Karisruhe in the upper 
Rhine valley. 

This means that Europe will 
soon be intersected by a net- 
work of new pipelines which are 
now either ready for use, under 
constru 


ction or in the planning

Prime Minister Kishi’s statement in Mexico City that 
Japan will never permit bases for atomic weapons or 
guided missiles to be established within its territory should 
set at rest a whole lot of misgivings in various quarters. 

Mr. Kishi has. said much the same thing before, but 
in view of recent agitation in connection with the revision 
of the security treaty wtih the United States and attempts 
to make out that the Japanese Government is secretly 
conniving at making this country a potential atomic base 
the statement comes at an opportune moment. 

Moreover, the statement was made on the eve of 
the anniversary of the Hiroshima bombing and the open- 


ing in that city of the fifth world congress 


weapons. 


nuclear 


We have already referred in these columns to leftists’ 
attempts to subvert this congress to their own purposes 
and, if possible, to cause a breach in good U.8.Japanese 
relations, but here we are concerned with the considera- 
tion of some practical issues respecting nuclear weapons. 
The horrible devastation caused by such weapons is no 
reason for us to fail to use our powers of logical reason- 
ing in considering the problems they bring to light. 

There is strong feeling around the world that the test- 
ing of nuclear weapons should be universally abandoned, 
that these weapons should no longer be stock-piled by 
any nation, and that their use should be absolutely ruled 
out in case the world should be so unfortunate as to see 


another major war. 


This feeling represents a natural 


emotional reaction to the awful power of the latest A and 
H bombs, but whether such proposals are possible in the 
cold light of human reason is another matter. 

It must never be forgotten that the nuclear weapon, 
like all other weapons, is a weapon of defense as well as 
of attack, and it is reasonable to suppose that the know!l- 
edge of its existence is a deterrent to hastily conceived acts 


of aggression that may lead to war. 


It may even be the 


case that if it had not been for the knowledge that such 
weapons existed, the “cold war,” which the world is now 
going to attempt to banish through top-level negotiations, 


might have erupted into something very hot 


indeed. 


We are convinced that the world is faced with a prob- 
lem that can only be tackled in two ways. First and fore- 
most, war itself must be, made as unlikely as possible by 
genuine agreement for complete cooperation among all 
nations. Secondly, national armaments must be reduced 


quantatively to the smallest 


possible size and the reduc- 


tion should covet both nuclear and conventional weapons. 
We are sure that only action along these lines is 
likely to produce good results and, if the forthcoming 
Eisenhower-Khrushchev talks are successful in stimulating 
progress on the first of these requirements, advance in dis- 
armament should not present insurmountable difficulties. 
Tentative efforts have been made along the right lines, 
but unfortunately various diversions have been dragged 
across their path. Thus, some have tried to make party

of nuclear questions while 


unnerving fear of what someone else may do or not do 


on the sly has prevented p 


disarmament plans 


romising 
being given the consideration they deserve. 


Clearly, there is a great 


need for all concerned—and 


everybody is concerned in this matter—to realize the pres- 
ent-day facts and to give consideration to logical possibil- 
ities for action. Neither special pleading nor emotion can 


help us. 


The causes for war or fear of war are, of course, 


not only political. 


Indeed, the most potent causes may 


lie deep in economic and social stresses, and it is a matter 
for congratulation that this is being increasingly realized 
today as evidenced by the economic aid which is being 
given by the more fortunate nations to the less developed 
ones. Still, not even this process is unattended by dangers. 

It may never be possible to be certain that war is 
forever abolished from the earth, but we think we see, 


if still somewhat dimly, the 
unlikely catastrophe. ,

Meanwhile, let us proceed with every practical meas- 
ure for reducing armaments until such time as we arrive 
at a position when by universal consent it would be pure 
waste of time and money to manufacture nuclear weapons. 
But so long as there is danger of war we fear nuclear 


weapons will not be completely discarded. 


It would be 


too much like asking men-to ignore the inventions of today 
and agreé to fight with the weapons of ancient times. 


When Mr. Kishi declares that bases for atomic weap- 
ons will not be created within Japanese territory we are 
convinced he means that in his opinion and that. of his 
government the situation is such today that there is no 
need for them. We must hope that this will continue to 


be the case and that no fear of war will arise to 


Japan.

Copying the ‘Original’ 


‘Japanese Efforts Needed to Expunge Plagiarism Charges 


The description of Japanese 
national traits can be as mani- 
fold as that of any other nation. 
Some description, however, 
needs reexamination before it 
is accepted by the Japanese 
thernselves. 

One such characterization is 
that Japanese lack creative 
ability and are inclined to imita- 
tion. 

Somehow, this notion has 
gained considerably wide cur- 
rency. Whenever a case 
Japanese copying a foreign pro- 
duct is brought to public atten- 
tion, the notion seems to be 
revived and given added cred- 
ence. 

The latest case, for instance, 
concerns the external similari- 
ties between the Zenza Bronica 
camera of Japan and the Has- 
selblad 1000-F of Sweden. 

At a camera exhibition in 
Philadelphia this spring, Zenza 
Bronica won wide recognition 
and was sold for $489.50. The 
name means a  brownie-size 
camera manufactured by Zen- 
zabro Yoshino, or in short, Zen- 
zabro’s camera. 

Yoshino, born as the third 
son of a rice dealer in Tokyo,

was a photography enthusiast 
in his youth. After dissolution 
of the rice business during war- 
time food rationing, Yoshino 
decided to bet his fortune on 
his youthful ambition—to pro 
duce an ideal camera. 

To manufacture a high preci- 
sion camera, however, good 
machine tools must be installed 
and, for designing, mechanical 
engineers must be employed. 
For seven years since 1952, he

Kingdom of Laos 


New Asian Tinderbox

The cold war is turning hot 
in the tiny kingdom of Laos, 
strategic heart of Southeast 
Asia, 

It could turn red-hot in a mo- 
ment, or even explode. For 
Laos has become a miniature 
cockpit in which the forces 
making for tension in Asia are 
in direct, open conflict. 

American-armed troops of the 
Royal Laotian Army are batt! 
ing in the remote, mountainous 
north with Communist rebels 
who are armed by Communist 
China and North Vietnam. 

Not many men are involved, 
prcbably fewer than 2,000, but 
this makes the situation no less 
explosive. 

nd-locked Laos is virtually 
in the dead center of Southeast 
Asia. The borders of this 86,- 
000-square-mile nation touch on 
Red China and North Vietnam, 
neutralist Burma and Cambodia 
and pro-Western Thailand and 
South Vietnam.

For 620 uneasy miles it shares 
its border with Red China and 
North Vietnam. And, by no 
coincidence, it is along these 


borders in the northern prov- — 


inces that Red rebels are now 
fighting with government 
troo 


ps. 

The rebels, at least 600 
strong are remnants of a Com- 
munist arm that swarmed 
across the North Vietnamese 
border into Laos in the closing 
days of the Indochinese war. 

The Reds seized the provinces 
of Phong Saly and Sam Neua 
and clung to them when the 
Geneva agreements were sign- 
ed in 1954. 

Since then the government 
has been trying to absorb the 
Communist Pathet Lao troops 
and Neo Lao Hakxat politicians 
without being swallowed itself. 

This attempt has kept Laos 
simmering for five years, and 
it is impossible to say whether 
the situation will finally come 
to a boil now. 

Crackdown on Reds 

It might. Pro-Western Prime 
Minister Phoul Sananikone has 
cracked down on the Reds as 
no other. Laotian leader has be- 
fore him. The Communists, 
who feel Sananikone is driving 
them to the .wall, may be attack- 
ing in the northern provinces 
in the beginning of a last stand.

Bumper Rice Crop 

According to the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry’s forecast bas- 
ed on its survey made as of July 
15, the nation is expected to en- 
joy another bumper rice crop 
year, the fifth consecutively 
since 1955.

Both Britain and the .US. 
have accepted the Laotian 
charges of intervention and 
have expressed “deep concern” 
over the fighting. 

But both have said it is up to 
Laos to bring the problem to the 
United Nations. 

Laos falls under the protec- 
tion of the Southeast Asia Trea- 
ty Organization but has said it 
will go to the U.N. before it goes 
to SEATO. 

Unofficially the U.S. could no 
help being pleased with Sanani- 
kone’s efforts during the last 
year to stem the Communists. 
He turned what looked like al- 
most. certain victory for the 
Reds into defeat. 


Good News for U.S. 


For the U.S., which has sunk 
$40 million to $50 million a year 
into Laos since the end of the 
Indochina war and which com- 
pletely supports the Royal Lao- 
tian Army, this was extremely 
good news. 

The current fighting, however, 
may mean the Communists are 
deliberately provoking a serious 
‘crisis to weaken Sananikone 
and force him to lay off. 

The Communist nations, in- 
cluding the Soviet Union, al- 
already have demanded that the 
International Commission super- 
vising the Indochina settlement 
go back to work in Laos. 

British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd and Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko, 
representing the two nations 
that co-chaired the Genéva talks 
in 1954, met in Geneva last 
week to discuss the tense Laos 
situation. 

It is unlikely, however, that 
Laos would permit the Commis- 
sion to return, even if Britain 
were to approve such a course. 
Sananikone litely sent the 
mission pac early this year, 
telling it that it had nothing left 


The occasions of temptation 
are numerous. Japan, though 
not an underdeveloped country, 
still lags behind the West and 
is trying to catch up in many 
respects. 

In these circumstances, the 
number of plagiarisms thus far 
noted may be assessed as being 
rather small, though no single 
case may be condoned. 


But the occurrence of design- 
copying seems to indicate a 
serious lack of creative imagi- 
nation on the administrative 
level. As for business adminis- 
tration, the above explanation 
may suffice. It is up to govern- 
ment authorities, however, to 
detect plagiarism and stop it. 

Administrative Issue 


Especially in the field of light 
goods, the issue is more admin- 
istrative. When a _ fdreigner 
confronts a Japanese leader, for 
instance, Foreign Minister Fuji- 
yama in London, with a case of 

lagiarism, the incident should 
ead to redoubled governmental

It is, however, a grossly un- 
justified generalization to brand 
the Japanese as a copycat, al- 
though local newspaper reports 
sometimes seem to harp on self- 
pity. With a little more insight 
into the causes of plagiarism, 
Japan should be able to recover 
her honor completely. 


Over and beyond mere preven- 
tion of plagiarism, Japan can 
show her originality by upgrad- 
ing her tochnology and making 
it really competitive with the 
most advanced countries of the 
world. Further improvement of 
technology is an urgent need 
for Japan, if Japan wants to 
keep up her competitive power 
in world markets. 


Hitachi Switchboard 


How good Japan is faring in 
this regard a question 
which involves perhaps an in- 
dependent research. But one 
example taken from a branch 
of industry close to newspaper- 
ing seems to offer a pattern that 
is applicable also to some other 
branches. particular 
branch is telephony. 


Automatic telephone ex- 
changes are now being gradual- 
ly changed from the Strowger 
or Siemens type to the more 
efficient crossbar switchboard. 

In anticipation of this change, 
Japanese manufacturers started 
their efforts early. The Hitachi 
Ltd. turned out its first model 
as early as 1940. After the war, 
the work was resumed and that 
firm completed its first practical 
model in 1954 and delivered it 
to the Kansai Electric Power 
Co. the following year. The 
Nippon Electric Co., another 
manufacturer, also delivered its 
machine to the same power 
company about the same time. 


Research Pushed 


Despite these accomplish- 
ments, however, Japanese manu- 
facturers have decided to use 
the wire spring relay developed 
by the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories Inc. As the automatic 
switchboards of the Strowger or 
the Siemens type are designed 
for 40 years of use without re- 
pair, the crossbar boards must 
be equally durable. And the 
relay developed in the United 
States has been found to be 
more dependable for the pur- 
pose. 

In the next stage of develop- 
ment, the non-mechanical 
switchboard, which is com- 
pletely electronic, is expected to 
make its appearance. Japanese 
manufacturers are pushing their 
research, again in early ‘anti- 
cipation. This time, they hope 
Japanese technology will be 
more successful because the 
problems involved are only cir- 
cuit designs and components 
such as transistors and para 
metrons. 


But everything seems to de 
penc upon a big “if.” If the 
administrative staff of this coun- 
try fails to back up technical 
effort, Japan will not be able to 


dispel the ill name of “copycat.”

Focus on West Europe 


Round the Capitals: 


In London the Queen return- 
ed from her six-week, 16,000- 
mile tour of Canada and left for 
a well-deserved rest at Balmoral, 
Scotland. Also in London the 
printing strike was settled. It 
has kept 100,000 printing work- 
ers out of work 
and 1,000 pro 
vincilal news 
papers out of 
print for nearly 
six weeks. 

In Warsaw 
the warmth of 
the  wnofilicial 
welcome _ given 
by the Poles to 
the American 
Vice President, ' + 
Richard Nixon, Hall 
following his tour of Russia was 
a foretaste of the welcome later 
to be given to the news that 
President Eisenhower and Mr. 
+ gaa aead were to exchange 
visits. 


In Bonn another move to im- 
ve East-West relations was 
the announcement that for the 
first time since the war there 
will be an exchange of students 
between West German and So- 
viet universities. Ten Russian 
students will arrive in the au- 
tumn and 10 West German stu- 
dents will leave for Russia. 


In Vienna 20 radiotherapists 
from 20 countries met to discuss 
progress in the treatment of 
cancer by gamma rays. Their 
recommendations were to be re- 
ported to the World Health Or- 
ganization and the International 
Atomic Energy Agency. 


In Luxemburg plans to deal 
with Europe’s mounting sur- 
plus of coal were announced by 
the European Coal and Steel 
Community. Belgium, the Com- 
munity’s main coal producer, 
is to close 34 pits over the next 
three years, displacing 27,000 
miners. The men will be found 
work in other mines or will be 


trained for jobs in another in- 
dustry. 


Looking West: 


Following the move of seven 
European nations toward a 
Free Trade Association, the 
six-nation Common Market 
front has been active. The re- 
quest of Greece to be associated 
with the Common Market has 
been accepted in principle and 
the basis of that assogiation is 
being worked out. 


Greece, on the Eastern fringe 
of the Organization for Europe- 
an Economic Cooperation and 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, in fact does most 
of her trade with the West. If 
she comes into the Community 
of the six it will be sure to 
draw her more than ever into 
the European family. 


The six nations have also 
been considering the possibili- 
ty of a closer political associa- 
tion among themselves. This is 
not a simple matter and no con- 
crete proposals have yet come 
to light. Meanwhile the idea is 
‘being hotly discussed between 
those who welcome any pro- 
posal which might promote the 
further integration of Europe 
and those who feel that the ex- 
isting consultations through 
normal diplomatic channels and 
the framework of political con- 
sultation provided by the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
and Western European Union 
could not be improved by the 
added complications of a third 
body. 


Wrong Place: 


It is very doubtful whether 
the Communist - sponsored 
World Youth Festival will again 
venture beyond the Iron Cur- 
tain for its meetings. All other 
festivals have been held in Com- 
munist countries, but this 
year’s, the seventh, was held 
in Vienna with disastrous con- 
sequences. It was an oppor- 
tunity Western youngsters 
found too good to miss. All 
the real enthusiasm came from 
the non-Communist youth of 
Austria and other Western 
countries bent on showing the 
delegates some of the facts of 
life as- lived in a free country. 
A bus service was run by these 
youngsters to the “Iron Cur- 
tain,” which turned out to be 
the barbed wire, minefields and 
watch towers of the Hungarian 
frontier. Earnest processions

of the delegates found interlop- 
ers in their midst carrying ban- 
ners calling on the onlookers 
to remember Hungary and Tt 
bet. There were and 
some broken heads. 

Rigidly organized though it 
was, the Festival was quite un- 
able to indulge in its custom- 
ary orgy of mutual admiration. 
It may have been something 
in the free air of Vienna that 
made some of the delegates 
question the undemocratic at- 
titude in a Communist assem- 
bly. It was indeed so much 
to the liking of some delegates 
that they decided to stay in 
Vienna and not return home. 
It will be interesting to see 
where the next World Youth 
Festival is held. 


Passing the Word: 

The suppression of some re- 
ports of what American Vice 
President Nixon said in. the So 
viet Union and the curious antics 
of the Communist youth dele 
gates at Vienna offer their own 
comment on a draft declaration 
on freedom of information 
adopted by the Economic and 
Social Council meeting at Ge 
neva. The declaration asserts 
the universal right to seek and 
convey information and ideas 
and the duty of governments to 
protect the free flow of informa- 
tion. It denounces monopolies 
of the means of gathering news, 
whether exercised by the Gov- 
ernment or by: private agencies, 
end affirms the right to gather 
news within countries and 
across frontiers. Further, it 
enjoins on those who report the 
news to do so with all possible 
accuracy. . 


No member of the free world 
would have any difficulty in ac- 
cepting such doctrines, which 
represent their own aims and 
practice. But Russfa, Bulgaria 
and Poland voted against the 
adoption of the declaration. This 
seems to make nonsense of the 
Communist claim that theirs is 
the superior way of life. If that 
were so, it would surely be in 
the Communist interest that a 
two-way traffic of news and 
views should emphasize the con- 
trast between the two systems. 


Down to Business: 


The foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence at Geneva was pushed into 
the wings by the news of the 
forthcoming meetings between 
the heads of governments, But 
the foreign ministers have 
played their part. They talked 
the heat out of a threatening 
situation over Berlin. They 
also, as events have proved, con- 
ducted a holding operation 
while opinion in Washington 
and Moscow shaped itself to- 
ward the need for a high-level 
meeting. Nowhere was the 
news more warmly welcomed 
than in London, where it was 
seen as in line with the British 
initiative in seeking personal 
discussions with the Soviet lead- 
ers. It was over three years 
ago that Mr. Khrushchev, with 

r. Bulganin, then Soviet Pre- 
mier, came to Britain at Sir 
Anthony Eden’s invitation. 
More recently, Mr. Macmillan’s 
February visit to Moscow, fol- 
lowed by his series of meetin 
with Western leaders which will 
be duplicated by President 
Eisenhower in the next few 
weeks, set a pattern into which 
subsequent events have fallen. 
Although personal contacts be- 
tween the leaders of the great 
powers do not of themselves 
produce settlements, they are 
good business. Informal talks 
over lunch or dinner and then 
adjournment to the board room 
to hammer out the contract— 
that is business practice, and it 
may be hoped that the board 
room in this case will'be a sum- 
mit meeting.
